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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 21-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment filed 2 August 2004 has distinguished the invention from the art of record 
by positively claiming the axis of the thermopile as being parallel to conductors 
connecting the hot and cold junctions of the thermopile in combination with the 
remaining limitations of each of Claims 21 and 33, each arranged and functioning as 
claimed by Applicant, wherein the thermopile has maximum sensitivity to heat flux in the 
plane of the substrate and on the axis of the thermopile, and the thermopile is 
insensitive to heat flux orthogonal to the plane of the substrate. Claims 22-32 and 34-42 
are allowable by virtue of their dependency upon the respective of Claims 21 and 33.
